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BUFFAL JONES COMES OUT 0 
ThE NORTHERN WILDER 


Perilous Journey in North- 
west Territory in Search 


of Rare Animals. 


JONES AND HIS 
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BUFFALO TEAM, 
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Remarkable Career of a Founder of a Kansas City 
Hunter and Politician Who Was 
Given Up as Lost. 
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SEATTLE, Wash., Oct. 7.—Charles J. 
(Buffalo) Jones has arrived here from 
Northern wilds, where he went on an expe- 
dition to capture and bring out musk-ox 
and other rare animals. In most respects 
his expedition has been a failure. He and 


his party captured some musk-ox, but the 
Esquimaux are superstitious about allow- | 
ing them to leave the country, and one 
night they cut the throats of his animals. 
Jones has had a perilous trip. He was 
last heard of, prior to his arrival here, in 
July last at Saskatchewan, on the Can- 
adian Pacific Railway. At that time he 
wrote to his friends that he would com- 
municate with them from Prince Albert, 


the terminus of the railroad line 530 miles 
north, before he plunged into the wilder- 
ness lying between that point and Fort 
McMurray, on the Athabasca River, 40 
Miles to the northwest, but no message 
had been received, and i® was supposed 
that Jones and his party had perished in 
the Northern wilderness, 

About two months ago, in company with 
Albert Rea of Alberta, he started on his 
homeward journey, coming up the Peel 
nd Ret. Rivers, across the. Portage to 

festern Rat River, down the Western 
Rat and Porcupine to the Yukon. He was 
33 days from Great Slave Lake to Fort 
Yukon. 

Jones says there are 2000 people who have 
Started over the Edmonton route in the 
Bummer of 1897, who were frozen in at 
Destruction City, located at the junction 
of the Peel and it Rivers. They will not 
reach civilization before next July. They 
@re well supplied with provisions, 
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“ Buffalo Jones !s well known throughout 


the United States. His home js at Garden 
City, Kan. 

This eccentric character is a native of 
Tazewell County, Il)., and is now about 48 

ears old. He was educated at the Illinois 

tate Normal and Wesleyar University at 
Bloomington. Staid old Illinois was toc 
tame for him, and he came to Kansas _ lo- 
cating in Troy, in Doniphan County, just 
across the Missouri River from St. Joseph, 
Mo. That was then one of the oldest com- 
munities in Kansas, and Jones became rest- 
ess. The speculative boom spread over 

‘estern Kansas, then a great plain, and 
Jones followed the crowd, locating at Gar- 
den City. Here a town of 2000 inhabitants 
grew u almost in a night. Jones was 
chief oe hesmere Hie bullt a. block of 
bullding’s that would do crecit to Chicago. 
Then he turned his attention to Irrigation. 
He claimed to be the first man to prac- 
tically test this means of raising crops in 
the desert without rain. He bullt miles of 
irrigating ditches, borrow!ng money from 
Eastern investors to push along his nu- 
merous enterprises. 

The prefix ‘“‘Buffalo’’ was tacked to 
Jones’ name in 1886. In the early months 
of that year he organized a buffalo hunt | 

t Garden City in which about 15 citizens 
participated. At that time great herds of 


these animals roamed over the _ region 
watered by the south fork of the Cimar- 
ron River in Indian Territory., The hunt 
lasted five days, and the huntefs captured 
14 calves and killed six buffalo, The youns 
animals were taken to Jones’ ranch near 
Garden City, where he Bs the propaga- 
tion of the American bigo 

Not content to wait until the small herd 


should multiply and increase, he began ne- } 


pogations with Warden Benson of the 
tony Mountain country, near Manitoba, 
for a herd of the native bison of that re- 
gion. He secured eighty-five head and 
shipped them to his ranch at Garden City. 
Een route he gave exhibitions at Minneapo- 
lis, St.~Paul and Chicago. Jones saw in 
this ente rprise big money, for at that time 
buffalo meat in Chicago was selling for 30 
cents ,per pound. He thought that by 
crosing them with the native cattle 


would make a fortune in a few years. ‘ 


It was at the National Republican Con- 
vention in 1884, at Chicago, when Buffalo 
Jones gained a prominence which spread 
from ocean to ocean. He was a delegate 
from Kansas to that Convention, and was 
an enthusiastic admirer of James G. 
Blaine. 
hunted up a banner painter and had made 
a banner. Around the margin was painted 
pictures of sheaves of wheat, shocks of 
corn and other illustrations showing 
the agricultural posibilities of Kansas. 
Within this border was painted in letters 
of gold, so that they could be read a 
block away, these words:

At the critical hour in 
the convention, when the third ballot indi- 
cated that the next would nominate the 
man from Maine, Jones, who had attached 
to his banner pictures of Blaine and Lo- 
gan, marched down the aisle of the con- 
vention hall, creating the wildest excite- 
ment and enthusiasm. This demonstration, 
Ke claims, not only made Blaine’s nomina- 
tion certain, but It scaled the fate of a 
dozen vice-presidential candidates and gave

Jorgensen and 100 rounds of ammunition 
and rations for five days and an ample re- 
serve suply of 9000 rounds of ammunition 
was brought along. Another Gatling gun 
was part of the equipment This foree 
should reach Bear Island this Morning, and 
the troops under Gene Bacon should then 
be able, with his 300 men, to drive every 
Indian off the reservation if necessary to 
rut down the revolt.

Indications That They Will 
Meet American Demands. 


THE TERMS PROPOSED 
ARE NOT KNOWN. 


A FRENCH PAPFR THIt.KS THAT 
THE LUZON ONLY WILL BE 
GIVEN UP. 


PEACE COMMISSIONERS 
MEET AGAIN TO-DAY. 


The Americans Arc Perfecting Their 
Position to Combat the Proposi- 
tion Which It Is Thought 
Spain Will Submit. 


PARIS, Oct. 7.~The American and Span- 
ish peace commilssion¢«ers again confront 
each other this afternoon. 

The American commissioners held a ses- 
sion this morning and were occupied with 
Washington correspondence. 

During the recess they have sought to 
perfect the United States’ position in rela- 
tion to the alternative or contingent aftti- 
ude or proposiions of the Spanish this 
afternoon, Thus far the form or substance 
of the American presentment has not been 
disclosed. It was its presentation at Mon- 
day's joint session which caused the Span- 
ilards tu ask for or demand a recess from 
Monday until Friday. Whatever was new 
or stronger will possibly develop from the 
American side as having resulted from 
onferences with Major-General Merritt 
since Monday's joint session. If the Amer- 
icans were then sweeping in their agemands 
regarding the Philippine Islands, they save 
ertainiy not been weakened Dy the -state- 
ments of Gen. Merritt. 

However, it is possible. that the Span- 
lards will enter the session to-day fully 
appreciating their position-as the van- 
quished, although they will strenuously 
urge the existence of rights and equities 
remaining to the vanquished. 

Qn this subject the Gaulois says that 
during the last 24 hours alarming news has 
been afloat regarding the negotiations. It 
cites the English papers’ allegations that 
Judge Day has cabled to Washington, say- 
ing that the negotiations for a treaty of 
peace are on the verse of stopping, owing 
to the refusal of Madrid to accept the Un- 
ited States’ attitude regarding the Phiitip- 
pine Islands. 

The Gaulots also cites a statement to 
the effect that Judge Day has been author- 
ized to suspend negotiations if the Span- 
iards do not conform to the American 
views. It declares that whereas the Span- 
iards at the outset were obdurate, they 
are now disposed to modify their inten- 
tions, owing to the firmness of the atti- 
tude of the United States, the people of 
which, it is claimed, have now been ex- 
cited to the point of insisting upon hold- 
ing the Philippine Islands. 

The utterances of Attornes’-General 
Griggs before the Republican convention 
at Trenton, N. J.. last week are cited as 
showing that the United States purpose is 
expansion. Spain is alleged to be beg:n- 
ning to realize this, and it is said she will 
finally agree to give up Manila and the 
Island of Luzon on condition that the Uni- 
ted States assumes the Phil:npine debt, 
amounting to $4,000,000, amd accord privi- 
leges to Spanish trade. 

in conclusion, the Gaulos says: ‘We 
think we are authorized to say that Pres- 
ident McKinley will agree to a settlement 
on this bastis.’’ 

From the few details that have leaked 
out, it seems that Spain hopes to deal wth 
the Philippines upon the basis established 
in the protocol—that is the cession of Manila 
and one island for a coaling station. Now, 
as Manila is the key to the Philippines, the 
archipelago would virtually be under the 
contro] of the power holding it—that is to 
say—the United States. Spain, therefore, 
has no very keen desire to keep the islands 
under such circametances, but at the same 
time it hoped to sell them as dearly as 
possible; but this hope is being shattered 
if it is trve that America, while retaining 
Luzon, the most important island in the 
group, Will insist at the same time upon 
the entire independence of the other isl- 
ands.

Acting Governor Advises Dis- 


armament at Virden. 


CARLINVILLE, Ill, Oct. 7.—Acting Gov- 
ernor Northcott has;advis«d Sheriff Daven- 
port to go to Virden, to disarm every man 
in the city, and to compel all persons 
whom he considers dangerous to the peace 
to leave. But the Sheriff doesn’t like to try 
it with the small force of deputies avalil- 
able: neither does he like the idea of call- 
ing on the State for troops. 

The advice from Northcott came by tele- 
phone yesterday, when the Sheriff calied 
him over the wire to tell him that the num- 
ber of visiting strikers in Virden had been 
increased to fully 2500, a majority of whom 
were believed to be armed. 

The Sheriff told the Governor that it 
would be Impossible to secure a sufficient 
number of townspeople to serve as dep- 
uties, in case of trouble with the strikers, 
and that he doubted whether any consider- 


able number of farmers would answer his | 
summons. He was advised, in any event, | 


to call on whatever number of citizens he 


wthought necessary to preserve the peace, 
and, in each case of refusal, to report the | 


delinquent to the State's Attorney, Whose 
duty it would be to prosecute the declining 
side. : 

But all this advice doesn’t alter the 


Sheriff's opinion that an effort to disarm | 


00 determined men would mean murder 
in some direction, even though he had the 
people of the county at his back, and he is 


sure that he can’t have them there. He | 


has the recourse of deputizing the special 
guards brought from Chicago by the op- 
erators and now inside the stockade at 
the Chicago-Virden Co.'s shaft, but this 
he positively refuses to do. The Sheriff's 
distrust of these guards is such that he 
has placed trusted deputies in charge of 
the 200 guns and 2000 pounds of powder of 
the State inside the stockade, with in- 
structions to deliver the small arsenal to 
nobody save upon direct order from him- 


elf. 
“The strikers had direct information yes- 
terday from trusted spies in the vicinity 
of Granite City that box cars had gone 
through there bound north. The friends 
of the miners et Godfrey said the same 
cars’ were sent north from there on the 
Kansas City branch, and the miners believe 
this simply a blind, and that the negroes 
will be returned under the cover of dark- 
ness. 

The State organization of the miners 
has sent $2000 to the men concentrated at 
Virden, and it is costing $80 per meal to 
serve them with bare necessities. Nearly 
all the men are sleeping on the ground 
without shelter.

VIRDEN, IDL, Oct. 7.—Armed miners 
from other towns to the number of 2000 re- 
main in the city. 

The men are peaceable and quiet, but all 
saioons were closed yesterday to guard 
against any possibile outbreak. 

W. D. Ryan, State Secretary of the Min- 
ers’ Union, is still in the city in confer- 
ence with the men. 

It is apparent that, cones aled within the 
State somewhere, probably in box cars. is 
a body of imported negroes for the Chi- 
cago-Virden shaft. 

The miners yesterday morning attacked a 
Chicago & Alton freight train passing into 
the stockade, there being over 30 shots 
fired. 

Two of the deputies from the stackade 
ventured up town.

MUNICH, Oct. 7.—The Mahchener Tage- 
blatt’s attack upon the Swiss Government
